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Characteristics of toys for
children under 3 years

m Size & Weight - small, lightweight to
grasp and carry

B Theme - represents common objects
easlily identified - house, farm,
cartoon figures

m Degree of Realism
m Colors - bright, contrasting
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More characteristics for under 3

m Noisemaking Feature - simple sounds,
not too loud or frightening

m Action and Movement - silly movements

m Type of Skill Required - help children
learn and practice - walking, stacking,
sorting

m Level of Skill Required - slightly beyond the
child’s capabillities to be interested and
challenging
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Characteristics of toys for
children 3 through 5 years

m Type of Skill Required - simple identification
for reading and mathematics

m Level of Level of Skill Required - goal

directed, but not capable of formulating
strategy

m Theme - all types - garages, farms, imaginary
worlds, space, military

m Size - can manipulate accessories of less
than 1/2” in size.
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
